He said he thought the air in 
his room was somewhat vitiated, and 
wanted it changed. An attendent, Pio 
Centra, after having been authorised 
to do so by Dr. Lapponi, opened the 
windows of the whole apartments, in- 
cluding that of the sick room, the Pon- 
tiff having previously been carefully 
covered with extra blankets. After re- 
maining open for a short time, the 
windows were closed, with the excep- 
tion of the window of the sick room, 
Lapponi having decided that the balmy, 
fresh air could only do the patient good. 
The opening and the shutting of the 
windows was watched from the piagsa 
by the people who had gathered there 
to hear the latest news, and some of 
them interpreted it as meaning that 
the Pontiff was dead, which necessitated 
a prompt official denial. 

The Pope prayed for half an hour, 
and then had breakfast, partaking of 
the yolk of an egg) beaten up with 
sugar, hot coffee and a light biscuit. 
The Pontiff? then attended to his toilet, 
but he did not shave. He then received 
his private secretary, Mgr. Angeli, who 
was again surprised at the L 
brightness of mind and display of en- 
ergy. On leaving the sick room, Mer. 
Angeli remark to those who sur- 
rounded him and asked for news, that, 
if it was not known that the Pope was 
dangerously ill, from his appearance sat 
that time one would say he was in his 
normal condition.

PACIFIC SLOPE. 


AWFUL DEEDS 
OF VILLAIN. 
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North Shore Disasters Work 
of Train Wrecker.

‘The train was proceeding at the time 
at about one-fourth its usual speed, 
land to this fact alone is attributed the 
taverting of a serious wreck. Upon ex- 
‘amination it was found that a heavy 
piece of steel rail had been lashed 
@cross and to the rails. It was securely 
fastened in position by heavy wrap- 
Pings of stout wire, It was jammed 
under the forward trucks of the en- 
‘gine, and was with difficulty removed 
by the frightened trainmen. The piece 
of rail was taken to the Sausalito of- 
fices of the company. 

This attempt was followed by an- 
Other yesterday morning. Had it not 
been for the fact that a 2 passed 
over the track before the nger 
trains reached the point where the 
wreck was planned, there would have 
been another disastrous wreck. The 
handcar was thrown to the ground 
and one of the section hands was se- 
verely injured.

Not only the people of San Fran- 
cisco, but the population of the entire 
State, should join in making this oc- 
casion memorable. Such financial 
ald as is necessary to crown the en- 
campment with unqualified success 
should be freely given. For, leaving 
out the sacred duty which the coming 
of these heroes imposes upon us all, 
the State will find the opportunity a 
good one in which to advertise itself 
among the thousands of strangers 
which the encampment will bring to 
our gates. Los Angeles will not be 
the least of the communities thus to 
be benefited, and, therefore, should not 
be chary in bearing its share of the 
expense. 

HE PREVENTION OF CRIME. 

At the monthly meeting of the 
University Club, on Thursday, an in- 
teresting paper on “Crime, Its Pre- 
vention and Cure,” was read by Dr. 
Walier Lindley, who has for many 
years been connected with the reform 
school at Whittier. The subject is 
eertainly a most important one. To 
a certain class of people its importance 
would doubtless be better realized if 
they could see, in black and white, 
a statement of the amount of money 
that crime costs the American nation 


every year. 

Dr. Lindley, in his paper, made 
a plea for State institutions and 
private homes for wayward children, 
where the manifest evils of the re- 
form school might be avoided. An- 
Other speaker called attention to the 
fact that there is in M ts a 
system of this kind, where children 
are placed in select homes, the State 
paying a certain amount for their 
maintenance The chief drawback of 
this system has been found in the 
difficulty of securing thoroughly com- 
petent and conscientious inspectors 
who are free from political influence. 

In relation to crime, as to disease, 
the saying certainly holds true: 
“Prevention is better than cure.” Dr. 
Lindley suggested that training for 
the prevention of crime should begin 
in the kindergarten. This is goud, 
as far as it goes, but it does not go 
far enough. In order to prevent 
crime, we must go back to the parents 
—nay, to the grandparents, and pro- 
vide that children shall be rightly 
born. However, while doing this, we 
need not refrain from taking such 
steps as are practicable to lessen and 
discourage crime and criminals. 

In looking at this question with un- 
prejudiced eyes, it is défficult to avoid 
the conclusion that a fruitful source 
of crime in the United States may be 
found in the lax discipline which we 
observe in families. We have made a 
hero of the American bad boy, and 
it is not surprising to find that we 
are reaping a rich barvest of results. 
The who has never been taught 
obedience and respect for his elders 
naturally grows up into the youth 
who holds the law in contempt, and 
considers it smart to break the law, 
so long as he can avoid detection, or 
conviction. In this respe® Ameri- 
can parents have much to answer for. 
Their supposed kindness, in humoring 
uumreasonable children, and smijing 
at their manifestations of ruden-ss, 
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insubordination and bad manners, are 
in reality a species of refined cruelty, 
for which these children have a right 
to curse the misguided authors of 
their being when they find themselves 
behind the prison bars for infractions 
of a law“which they have never been 
taught to respect. 

Another question discussed at the 
meeting was that of teachers in the 
public schools. Dr. Lindley claimed 
that, after the primary school, boys 
should be taught by men. In this he 
is undoubtedly correct. It is the height 
cf folly to place a large number of 
active, mischievous and unruly boys, 
of the age of 12 to 15 years, say, in 
charge of a woman, who is often 
weak and nervous. Whatever may be 
said about the sweet influence of 
woman, and so forth, the fact is that 
boys at that age need over them a 
man with a strong head, a strong 
arm and a strong will. As Dr. Lind- 
ley said: “The old Scotch school mas- 
ter, with his birch or cane, was far 
more successful in developing boy- 

“* Into sturdy manhood than the 
sweet-faced, tender-hearted young 
school ma am of today.” 

Another important point to be con- 
sidered in this connection is in re- 
gard to our reform schools and peni- 
tentiaries. It is a well known fact 
that, notwithstanding the best efforts 
made by those in charge, our reform 
schools are to a great extent breed- 
ing grounds for vice and crime, and 
the same is yet more true of our 
penitentiaries. It is said that there 
is not in either of-the State peni- 
tentiaries at San Quentin or Folsom a 
single cell intended for only one oc- 
cupant. Hence, young men who ere 
just starting out on the downward 
path are forced into close intimacy 
with hardened criminals, with results 
*hat may easily be imagined, and are 
altogether too apparent. When will 
State authorities learn that a peniten- 
tiary should serve a purpose other than 
mere punishment—that it should aim 
at systematic work in the line of re- 
form? It would be one of the best 
investments ever made by the United 
States if Congress would appropriate 
a million dollars a year for a com- 
plete study of this important ques- 
tion and for the institution of reforms 
in dealing with the criminal classes 
and embryo criminals. 


AILROAD PROSPERITY. A 

From an article published in the 
Railway Age for July 3, it appears 
that, to quote from that journal, “it 
has been a poor year, so far, for 
steam railway receivers, and the busi- 
ness of selling railways under fore- 
closure has also been remarkably dull. 
No steam railway company in the 
United States, operating so much as 
thirty miles of road, has become in- 
solvent, and the five little lines of 
from four to twenty-eight miles which 
have failed to meet their interest 
obligations during the last six months 
had never demonstrated their right 
or ability to exist." The “five 
little lines” referred to, for which re- 
celvers were appointed, had a total 
mileage of seventy-nine, and a total 
bonded debt of $5,010,000, with capital 
stock aggregating $835,000. 

During the six months ended June 
30 only three steam roads in the 
United States were sold under fore- 
closure proceedings, and these were 
small roads, having a total of 145 
miles of track, a bonded debt of $853,- 

and capital stock amounting to 
2000. During the corresponding 
period of 1902, the foreclosure sales 
numbered eleven, covering 249 miles 
of road and aggregating $12,707,000 of 
capitalization. 

The foregoing is certainly a remark- 
able showing for the steam railroad 
business. Only a few years ago about 
half the steam railroads in the coun- 
try, it seemed, were in the hands of 
receivers. But great changes have 
been wrought during the past six or 
seven years. Unprecedented prosperity 
has come to nearly all classes of 
business. The railroads, in common 
with other enterprises, have felt the 
impetus of the new life, and have 
secured a generous share of the pre- 
vailing prosperity. Extensions and 
improved equipment have been the or- 
der of the day. Roads which were 
financially embarrassed have increased 
their earnings to such an extent that 
they have been extricated from their 
difficulties and placed upon à pros- 
perous basis. The railway business of 
the country is probably on a sounder 
footing today than it has ever been 
before. 

The record of the past six months 
for electric railways is not so favor- 
able. The Railway Age has compiled 
from financial publications a list of 
five electric railway companies which 
have gone into the hands of receivers 
since the first day of January. These, 
as indicated by the compilation, 
“show a total length of 577 miles of 
track, representing $27,658,000. of 
bonds and $35,400,000 of capital stork, 
a grand total of $63,068,000 of street 
railway securities placed in the bands 


of receivers, in that period, in com- 


parison with 35.845.000 of securities 
of steam roads in similar condition.” 
There were also foreclosrre sales, 
since January 1, of four electric roads, 
representing 117 miles of track, and 
$6,866,000 of bonds, and stock. Com- 
rwing the 202,500 miles of steam ra- 

lines and their $12,134,000,000 of 
-tock and bonds, with the 16,650 miles 
of electric lines liberally capitalized at 
$2.145,000,000," says the the Railway 
Age, in conclusion, “the contrasts in 
the above table are at least sugges- 
tive if not instrective.” 

it is well to bear in mind, in this 
connection, that the building and op- 
eration of electric railroads is com- 
paratively a new enterprise. The in- 
dustry is in its infancy. Improve- 
ments are gonstantly being made in 
the methods of generating and trans- 
mitting the current, in equipment, and 
in other details of the system. The 
electric railway is, so to speak, in a 
transition state, while the steam roads 
have more nearly reached their ulti- 
mate condition. Although the elec- 
tric road has long since passed the 
stage of experiment, so far as relates 
to the question of its practicability, 
experimentation and improvement will 
go on for years, and during this period 
of developmept, expenses will natu- 
rally be heavier than they will be at 
a later period, when the general char- 
acter and capacity of electric roads 
shall have been more accurately de- 
termined, with reference to the eco- 
nomic side of the industry. 

That the electric railway is to have 
a permanent place among methods of 
transportation may be set down as a 
foregone conclusion. Whether it will 
eventually displace steam for trac- 
tion purposes is a question which only 
the future can decide. It seems more 
than likely, however, that in the fu- 
ture steam and electricity will be 
found working peacefully, side by side 
(often over the same tracks) each 
system doing the work for which it 
is best adapted, at the maximum of 
economy. 


MARCH OF MOHAMMEDANISM. 


We are in the habit of supposing 
that missionary work is entirely con- 
fined to the Christian churches, and 
that Christianity is the only religion 
that is nowadays obtaining new con- 
verts. Such, however, is not the case. 
Another religion, which claims many 
millions of enthusiastic followers, Mo- 
hammedanis:n, has aroused of late from 
long period of quiescence. Most of 
this progressive movement is due to a 
puritanical sect of Mohammedans 
called “Wahabis,” whose founder ap- 
peared early in the eighteenth century 
in the Interior of Arabia. This move- 
ment has been compared by some to 
the reformation of Lather in Ger- 
many, being originally directed 
against abuses in religious worship 
and increasing luxury of worship. It 
was, in short, a spiritual revival, but 
developed into a more or less political 
movement, and about a dosen years 


In Hindustan there has been a strik- 
ing increase of Mohammedanisem. The 
whole of British India, inclusive of the 
tributary States, contained in the year 
1881, 250,150,060 inhabitants, of whom 
49,%2,.704 were Mohammedans: and in 
the year 1891, 280,062,080 inhabitants, 
of whom 57,061,796 were Mohammedans. 

This growth its vastly greater than 
the growth of Christianity in India, 
and far beyond the natural growth of 
population, so that some observers be- 
lieve that Mohammedanism will in 
course of time be the universal reli- 
gion of the great peninsula of Hin- 
dustan, 

In other parts of the Orient there has 
also been a great increase in the num- 
ber of those who follow Mohammed. 
In Burma, during the decade between 
1881 and 1891, the pumber of Moham- 
medans increased from 168,881 to 210,- 
049, representing nearly 25 per cent. of 
the population. In the Malay archi- 
pelago the number of Mohammedans 
is reckoned at 231,000,000, out of 44,000,- 
000 inhabitants. In China, also, that 
religion has made steady progress. 

It is, however, in the Dark Conti 
nent that the most remarkable prog- 
ress of Mohatmmedism has been noted 
of late. Even in districts where Chris- 
tian missions seem to have gained a 
firm footing, Mohammedanism obtains 
ar. increasing number of followers. 
Thus, in the beginning of the year 
1870 Islamism was entirely unknown 
in Sierra Leone and Lagos, the two 
chief English settlements, while now 
about a third of the entire population 
profess the religion of Mahammedan- 
ism. Some time ago Oskar Mann, an 
American student of comparative reli- 
gion, thus summed up Mohammedan 
progress in Africa; 

“In order to give some idea of the 
immense spread of Mohammedanism in 
these regions, it suffices to mention 
that, at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, with the exception of Tim- 
buctoo, there was scarcely a Mohamme- 
dan settlement in the region of the 
Niger, while in the year 1897 from 4 to 
50 per cent. of the entire population 
were Mohammedans; and at the pres- 
ent day the Mohammedan sphere of in- 
fluence reaches as far as the northern 
frontier of the French Kongo State. 
. In round numbers, at the pres- 
ent day, the Dark Continent contains 
eighty millions of Mohammedans to 
about two hundred millions of inhabit- 
ants. It is hardly too much to say 
that one-half of the whole of Africa is 
already dominated by Islam, while, of 
the remaining half, one-quarter is 
leavened and another threatened by it.’ 
These numbers speak for themselves. 
Mohammedanism is on the way to a 
total conquest of the Dark Continent. 
What a tremendous advance in civilisa- 
tion Mohammedanism brings to 
negro!" 

While this condition of affairs will 
not be pleasing to those who look for 
the epread of the religion of Christ over 
the entire world, they may console 
themselves with the own edge that 
Mohammedanism is at least a big im- 
provement over the conditions of af- 
fairs that formerly prevailed through- 
out a large portion of the Dark Conti- 
nent. On this subject R. Bosworth 
Smith, one of the best judges of the 
African races, has said: 

“The worst evils which prevailed at 
one time over the whole of Africa, and 
which are stin to be found in many 
parts of it, and those, too, not far from 
the Gold Coast and from the English 
settlements—cannibalisem and human 
sacrifice and the burial of living in- 
fante—disappear at once and forever. 
Natives who have hitherto lived in a 
state of nakedness, or nearly so, begin 
to dress, and that neatly; natives who 
have never washed re begin to 
wash, and that frequently, for ablutions 
are commanded in the law. 
it is an ordinance which does not in- 
volve too severe a strain on their nat- 
ural instincts. The tribal organization 
tends to give place to something which 
has a wider In other worda, 


tribes coalesce into nations, and, with 


the increase of energy and intelligence, 
nations into empires. Many such in- 
stances could be adduced from the his- 
tory of the Sudan and the adjoining 
countries during the last hundred years. 
Elementary schools like those described 
by Mungo Park a century ago spring 
up, and even if they only teach their 
scholars to recite the Koran, they are 
worth something in themselves, and 
may be a step to much more. The well- 
built and neatly-kept mosque, with its 
call to prayer repeated five times a 
omes the center of the 
village, instead of the 8 fetish or 
juju house. The worship of one God, 
omnipotent, omnipresent, omniscient, 
and compassionate, is an immeasurable 
advance upon anything which the na- 
ve has been taught to worship be- 
ore.“ 

Perhaps the secret of the success of 
Mohammedan missionaries may be 
found in the fact that, contrary to the 
usually accepted opinion, that religion 
shows a marvelous adaptability to cir- 
cumstances. As Mr. Smith says, where 
Mohammedans find an ancient civiliza- 
tion, as for example, in China, they 
avoid either wounding or provoking 
those of a different belief, and manage 
to adapt religious ordinances to old 
customs; they Include the old feasts in 
their calendar, and take an active share 
in all the doings of their fellow-citizens 
of a different faith. 


What the corner of First and Spring 
streets needs is a safety device for 
the public, as well as for the switch- 
man at that particular point. It may 
be recalled that when the curve was 
put in at that corner, in front of the 
Wilson Block, The Times protested, 
and predicted just such a state of dan- 
gerous street-car congestion as now 
exists. Street cars are all well enough. 
but the public's right in the thorough- 
fares of a city should be the first con- 
sideration. One curve at a street in- 
tersection is bad enough, but a double 
curve with other lines of street railway 
crossing the intersection at right angles 
and a constant movement of cars on 
all the tracks, is a condition of af- 
fairs that ought never to have been 
permitted in the first place. Now that 
the city is “up against it,” to use a 
bit of current slang, we will have to 
make the best of it. As for the 
switchman, we congratulate him upon 
his prospective rescue from a mighty 
tight place. 


The sunstroke intelligence from east- 
ern cities is appalling, but it is the 
regular thing in the good old summer- 
time in that part of our country, Life 
during the doldrums in that climate of 
heat and humidity which prevails in 
the land beyond the mountains isn't 
worth living, night nor day. There 
one roasts in the daytime and stews in 
a sweat-box at night. The mornings 
open hotter than hades, the hours from 
noon until 3 p.m. beggar description, 
and when the wind goes down with the 
sun a period of intolerable oppression 
sets In that is simply deadly and dread- 
ful. One would better be a ditch dig- 
ger in California than a millionaire in 
the big cities of the Bast, provided he 
be compelled to remain there during the 
roll of a hot wave. As for the poor and 
the sick, God help them, for their suf- 
fering is unspeakable. F

Representative Men Dissipate Night- 
mare Vision of Hurled's Correspond- 
ent Who Pictured Rise of Colorado as 
Disastrous When 'Twas no More

YUMA (Arts.) July 8. 1903.—{To the 
Editor of The Los Angeles Times:] 
The article which appeared in the 
Herald of July 7 concerning the 
floods at Yuma, with its agitat- 
ing picture of settlers fiying for 
their lives, hundreds of families 
homeless, irrigating systems destroyed, 
Ste., is an amazing fairy tale. 

The youth who wrote the article 
must have been in the same condition 
as was one of Yuma's citizens, famed 
in story. The story runs that this con- 
vivial citizen was assisted by his cro- 
nies late one joyful night to the house 
of a friend, and induced to go to bed. 
It happened that the front windows 
of his bedroom overlooked the wide 
Colorado. On awaking late the next 
morning the citisen sat up, gased out 
the window on the expanse of waters, 
rubbed his eyes, and gazed again. 
Say, boys,” said he, “this view is 
mighty fine, isn't it?—but how in 
did we get to Long Beach?“ 

The Herald's youthful correspond- 
ent must have been troubled by some 
affliction, and looking upon our peace- 
ful river, he, beheld it as a devouring 
ocean. 

He inserts a photograph of an Indian 
boy in swimming and labels it Rescu- 
ing Party at Work. Another, a pic- 
ture of a country schoolhouse, partly 
surrounded by water, he has labeled 
“All That ts Left of ‘Four Corners“ 
This is the absolute truth, but what a 
wonderful use is made of truth; this 
lone schoolhouse is all there ever was 
of Four Corners and the overflow 
water has come up about this school- 
house in the same way for a few 
days nearly every summer. Another 
picture represents the “Government 
Levee Protecting Yuma from the Colo- 
rado Flood.“ and sure enough there's 
the flood. Listen to the hysterical 
text. “This levee, which forms the 
only protection between the city of 
Yuma and the raging waters of the 
Colorado, is crumbling like charred 
— the onsiaughts of the 


Now, what are the facts? This levee, 
when the water was highest, would 
have stood against a ten-foot increase 
in the fleod. No one even suggested 
that the levee was in danger. The citi- 
tens never even set a watch to patrol 
the levee, nor dreamed of any dan- 
ger. There was no fear it, even 
with the most timid. 

According to the Herald's corre- 
spondent, “a little settlement consist- 
ing of a blacksmith shop, store, post- 
office, schoolhouse and half a dosen 
residences were completely wiped out.” 
No such place ever existed, unless it 
be in the dreams induced by the en- 
chanting flower. No town has been 
wiped out or even injured. 

How much truth lies at the basis 
of this story? 56,000 acres of 
land which this report has it as over- 
flowed, are the delta lands mostly in 
Mexico, which are subject to a shallow 
Overflow every summer. Many farm- 
ers have taken up these lands to the 
extent of thousands of acres, and 
have built levees about their fields 
and homes. Of all these private levees 
just four broke, destroying rhape 
one hundred and fifty acres crops. 
Such was the terrible havoc in the 
“flooded district." In addition to this 


nal, which has damaged that property. 
as estimated by the of 
company. $600. and flooded a few fields 
of alfalfa, melting two adobe build- 
ings. The head works of the canal are 
not wrecked as stated: on the contrary. 
the headgate is in perfect condition. 
Such is the extent of the “awful 
calamity” which has visited Yuma. 

In spite of the assertions of the Her- 
ald's nt to the contrary, no 
one has fied for his life: no family has 
been rendered homeless: no stock or 
bulldings have been washed away: 
Mr. LAppincott, engineer of the United 
States Geological Survey, was not res- 
cued, nor was he ever in danger; and 
there has been no “improvised life-sav- 
ina crew.” Nor is it expected by any 
sane man that mining and prospect- 
ing parties will prove to have been 
lost in the floods washing down the 
en Roms of Northern Arizona. This i« 
simply the usual summer rise of the 
Colorado. In fact, the river was but 
two Inches higher than in 1901 and not 
so high by considerable as it was in 
1891 or even in 1884. 

It ia one of the unfortunate features 
uttending the freedom of the press 
that any hysterical simpleton, or jeal- 
ous knave in a rival community. can 
rush into print with a statement so 
weak and exaggerated as to be a huge 
joke to those who know the facts, but 
still a powerful engine of destruction 
to the financial hopes and aspirations 
of a growing community wishing to 
attract capital and immigration. We 
have a prosperous town and one of the 
most wonderfully productive valleys in 
the world and we cannot see their good 
name so outrageously attacked with- 
out entering our vigorous protest:

HREE BELLBOYS TELL 
ABOUT 888 ROBBERY. 


— — — 
THEY FELL OUT OVER “DIVVY” AND 
ONE “SQUEALED.” 


Webster's Jewels Made to Chief Elton. 
Reinlein Took Gems from Safe. | 


The whole story of how three bellboys 
Stole diamonds and other jewelry from 
the Melrose Hotel, of their disposal of 
the plunder and of their arrest in Chi- 
cago, and their return to Los Angeles 
is known to the local detective depart- 
ment; for all of the criminals impli- 
cated in the crime have confessed, and 
their confessions have been taken down 
in writing. It is probable that they 
will make no defense, and will plead 
guilty when their cases come to trial 
and throw themselves on the mercy of 
the court. Only a few of the stolen 
articles have been recovered. 

The three young men who committed 
this, the most serious theft which has 
occurred in this city in years, are hardly 
past their majority, but all of them ap- 
pear to have been schooled in crime. 
William Baer, the leader of the gang, is 
only #1. Jonn Engvani is 20, and 
Chariés Reinlein, who really committed 
the theft, says he is but 18, but he 
looks older. The three were brought 
back from Chicago, and yesterday 
morning in the office of Chief Elton 
they told the story. No one of them 
knew that the other had confessed, but 
all told the same tale. Later they were 
presented in the Police Court for ar- 
raignment, and their cases set for next 


ay. : 

The three boys were employed in 
Hotel Melrose, and on October 26, when 
the theft was committed, Reinlein was 
acting as night clerk. He had been “4 
formed by the other boys that M 
Webster had the jewelry, and all three 
were looking for a chance to steal it. 
On that nignt she left her valuables in 
the hotel safe in a jewel case, and of 
course thought them secure. Reinlein 
informed his companions that they 
were there, and they told him to steal 
them. He did so, emptying the jewel 
case and leaving it intact. He took the 
diamonds and other jewelry to 
and Engvahl and they secreted them. 

A few days later all three thieves le 
the city, having first shipped the booty 
to New Orleans. Arriving there, they 
pawned a diamond, securing an amount 

. Sufficient for their needs for a month or 
more. Then they turned the other 
booty over to Baer, who took it to 
New York, where he pawned it, return- 
‘ to New Oreeans with the proceeds, 

h the three divided. They then 
went to Chicago, but on the way they 
quarreled, and one of them was robbed 
by the others of all his share of the 
robbery except a few dollars, and when 
they reached Chicago they separated. 
The fact of the robbery is what led to 
the first confession. When the arrests 
were made in Chicago the boy who was 
robbed told all the story, believing that 
he had been wronged oy the others, 
and this led to their confessions. 

Instead of feeling any compunctions 

conscience because of the theft, the 
three young thieves remarked to the 
ice that it was the easiest job they 
ever performed, intimating that 
they had committed similar crimes. 
Engvah! and Reiniein are ready to 
plead guilty, but Baer. the ringleader, 
and the one who instigated the crime, 
wants an atiorriey before he consents 
de say what he will do when his case 
Teaches the court. 

Only two pieces of jewelry of the 
whole lot stolen have been recovered. 
One was traced to San Francisco, and 
the other was found in the room oc- 
cupied by the three after the robbery 
had been committed. It had been 
dropped on the floor by one of the 
thieves, and even without their confes- 
sions the detectives would be able to 
convict the trio with this piece of 
evidence. 

Although Mrs. Webster, who lost the 
Jewelry, had placed her valuables in 
the hotel safe for her own protection, 
and they were stolen by a clerk in the 
hotel, it is doubtful if she can ever re- 
cover their value, for the reason that 


. the person who was then manager of 


the hotel is not believed to be finan- 
cially able to meet the loss, even though 
a judgment were secured against him.
